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No going back : 


An Edmonton youngster meets a Rwandan volleyball team 
on the brink of their nation’s nightmare 


In 1983, a volleyball team of Hutus and 
Tutsis from Rwanda were given a rare 
opportunity to travel to Canada to play 
in the World University Games in 
Edmonton. Most believed they would 
return to Rwanda to live out their days, 
but the 1994 genocide changed thetr 
plans, I sought out the team I'd met at 
the age of seven and found among their 
members: a Prime Minister, an 
American (who longs to return, but 
won't), and a Canadian coach who can't 
bear to hear about those who have died 


TEN YEARS AGO, IN THE SPRING 
of 1994, Abdul Kamanzi, 37, stood in 
the prefect’s office in Butare, 
Rwanda. The country was 
embroiled in the civil war that was 
to become synonymous with the 
Rwandan genocide. Kamanzi was 
trying to acquire a pass that would 
allow him to leave the country 
Butare, the home of Rwanda’s 
National University, had already 
seen some killings, but the war had 
yet to arrive in force. 

Kamanzi, a Hutu, had losta 
brother in Kigali to Hutu geno- 
cidaires in the early days of the war, 
and had heard only the day before 
that several of his in-laws had been 
killed in his southern hometown of 
Nyanza by the predominantly-Tutsi 
RPF. There no longer seemed any 
way to tell who was being targeted. 

News spread in Butare that the 
RPF would take over the town with- 
in days. Everyone wanted to leave, 
but the threat of roadblocks set up 
by militias (which were also used as 
killing points) made doing so risky, 
especially without a pass. This was 
how Kamanzi came to be in the pre- 
fect’s office. He looked out the win- 
dow that day to see the French army 
drive into town to clear out the road- 
blocks. He phoned his wife, who 
was at home with their two children. 
She told him, “If you aren’t home in 
five minutes, we're leaving without 
you.” He immediately returned. 

The family drove to Zaire and left 
their belongings, and their lives in 
Rwanda, behind. After a few 
months in Zaire, they went to 
Tanzania and waited a week in the 
border city of Kigoma before get- 
ting train tickets for a nightmarish 
trip to Dar es Salaam. From Dar es 
Salaam, they went to Nairobi. After 
two months in Kenya, they were 
able to get to the United States; first 
to Minnesota (where Kamanzi had 
done his Ph.D), and ultimately 
Missouri. There, he and his wife set- 
tled down, had another child, and 
became American citizens. 

Kamanzi's flight from Rwanda 
was a far cry from his first trans- 


Atlantic voyage—to Edmonton in 
1983 as a player-coach for Rwanda’s 
national university volleyball team. 
Canada was to be an eye-opening 
experience for a group who had 
only rarely traveled beyond 
Rwanda’s borders. 


BOY MEETS TEAM: A FAN IS BORN 

I was seven years old when I met 
Kamanzi and his teammates that 
year. The World University 
Games—Universiade ’83—took 
place in early July, just after I 
finished the second grade. The last 
entry in my school diary that year 
was a short note: “I’m going to 
Universidiade [sic]. I have tickets to 
volleyball and track and field.” 
Volleyball was the most fun; my sis- 
ter and I had a great time chasing 
errant balls and hurling them back 
on the court. I don’t think it was our 
enthusiastic ball hawking that 
brought us in contact with the 
Rwandan team, though. I remem- 
ber overhearing them speaking 
French to one another and ventur- 
ing a “bonjour.” The team came 
over and introduced themselves. 

I had never heard of Rwanda 


Grade Six, I’d renewed my interest 
in volleyball, and I went on to play 
in junior high and high school. Th« 
apex of my career was a trip to 
Russia with a team from Sherwood 
Park in April 1993. That was the 
year before Rwanda re-entered my 
consciousness. The faces I’d met 
were distant by then, and it would 
have been natural to feel, like most 
Canadians not named Dallaire, 
that the genocide was no more rel- 
evant than other foreign wars. 

My distant connection to the 
country elevated it to a curiosity— 
neither especially personal, nor = _ 
entirely alien. Last spring, I decid- 
ed to seek out the team. I would 
not be able to bring them to life; 
but the voices, perhaps. My Frenc! 
now much improved, I sent an e- 
mail to the National University in 
Butare. To my surprise, I gota 
quick reply from Emmanuel, a 
library worker who happened to 
be the current captain of Rwanda’ 
national volleyball team. | 
Emmanuel put me in touch with 
Alexandre Lyambabaje, who he 
thought had been in Canada to 
play volleyball during the early

(Gorillas in the Mist still being a few 
years off), but it was the first time I 
had ever spoken with foreigners, 
and the first time French ever 
seemed useful to me. 

I became their biggest fan, fore- 
shadowing a lifelong preference for 
the underdog. Few teams at those 
Games were more underdog than 
Rwanda. They dropped their first 
match to Canada 15-0, 15-2, 15-4, 
which featured prominently in a 
column titled “Should we laugh or 
cry?” by Terry Jones of the 
Edmonton Sun. The team also drew 
a few guffaws locally when their 
coach, a Quebecois named Yves 
Boily, told the media his team was 
overeating. “[The food] is too 
good,” he said at the time. But not 
so good that the Rwandan team 
wasn’t able to beat Hong Kong and 
Libya, and put a scare into heavily- 
favoured Nicaragua before the 
tournament ended. 

When the Games were over, the 
team went back to Rwanda, and | 
went back to growing up. By

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1980s. 

Lyambabaje soon e-mailed me 
back, and confirmed that he had 
indeed been a member (and star, | 
later learned) of the team that had 
traveled to Edmonton. He had 
already been studying at the 
University of Montreal in 1983, 
and had joined up with the team in’ 
Canada. 

“It was a memorable experi- 
ence,” he wrote. “We were far 
from favorites, as we proved dur- 
ing one-sided losses to Canada and 
China.” Further down, he brought 
some other members of the team to 
life. One of them, Bernard Makuza, 
is the current Prime Minister of 
Rwanda. Lyambabaje, it turned 
out, is the cabinet minister for 
trade and tourism. Another man 
was living in Rwanda. The only 
other two he knew about were liv- 
ing in North America: Boily and 
Kamanzi.

BEFORE THE IRAQ WAR, AT A 

meeting of the Arab League, 

Secretary General Amr Moussa 

famously said that a U.S. war on Iraq 
' would "open the gates of hell.” In 
jraq, those gates are yawning wider 
than ever before — at least for the 
United States. 

"Sunni and Shi'a are now one 
hand, together against the 
Americans," says a man on the street 
in the mostly Shi'a slum of Shuala on 
the west side of Baghdad, standing 
in the shadow of a burnt-out 
American tank transporter. 

These sentiments are echoed at 
the local headquarters of Moqtada 
al-Sadr's organization, which had 
come under assault from U.S. forces 
the day before. Indeed, everyone in 
the area agrees that Sunni and Shi'a 
fought together to beat back the mili- 
tary—and they were unorganized 
jocal inhabitants, not al-Sadr's 
Mahdi Army, as the Paul Bremer-led 
CPA would claim. 

Whether or not the resistance here 
grows toa scale that the United 
States cannot control—and such a 
development depends more on the 
moderate Shia leader Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani than of Paul 
Bremer or George Bush—it is 
already clear that the events of the 
last 10 days mark a critical turning 
> point in the occupation of Iraq. 

The administration is putting out 
a convenient and self-serving narra- 
tive to explain recent events in Iraq. 
According to the official story, a few 
barbaric "isolated extremists" from 
the "Saddamist stronghold" of 
Fallujah killed four contractors who 
were guarding food convoys in an 
act of unprovoked lawlessness. 
Moreover, the radical cleric Moqtada 
al-Sadr is fighting the U.S. forces 
right now because, in the words of 
George Bush, he has decided that 
“rather than allow democracy to 
flourish, he's going to exercise force." 

The truth is rather different on 
both counts. 

To begin with, Fallujah, although 
heavily Sunni-dominated, is hardly 
the bastion of Saddam sympathizers. 
During his regime, its imams got 
into trouble for refusing to obey his 
orders to praise him personally dur- 
ing prayers. Furthermore, many of 
its inhabitants are Salafists 
(Wahhabism is a subset of Salafism), 
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Opening the Gates of Hell

a group singled out for political per- 
secution by Saddam. 

In fact, during the war, Fallujah 
was not a hotbed of resistance. The 
origins of its hostility to coalition 
forces dates back to Apr. 28, 2003, 
when U.S. troops opened fire on a 
group of up to 200 peaceful protest- 
ers, killing 15. The soldiers claimed 
that they were merely returning 
gunfire, but Human Rights Watch 
investigated and found that the bul- 
let holes examined at the location 
were inconsistent with that story— 
moreover, Iraqi witnesses at the 


Fallujah, which killed 12 Marines, 
two other soldiers, and at least 66 
Iraqis, there is no prospect of getting 
off this track of senseless violence in 
the foreseeable future. 

Rather than deal with this grow- 
ing threat of violent resistance in the 
so- called Sunni Triangle, the CPA 
has instead chosen to pick a fight 
with the Shi'a followers of Moqtada 
al-Sadr. 

Whatever al-Sadr's views about 
democracy may be, Bush's claim that 
he started this violence to derail the 
path toa free and democratic Iraq is 


problem created by the occupation, 
Iraqis will derisively say, "This is the 
freedom." 

As the occupation simultaneously 
loses control in Iraq, from Basra and 
Najaf to Baghdad, the U.S. has 
switched explanations as to why 
they plan to arrest al-Sadr. Now they 
claim that he is wanted in connec- 
tion with the murder of Shi'a cleric 
Abdul Majid al-Khoei last April 
And, indeed, one of the other precip- 
itating factors in the recent violence 
was the arrest of Mustafa Yacoubi, a 
top Sadr aide, for the same killing.

scene maintained that the crowd 
was unarmed. Two days later, 
another three protesters were killed. 

A string of such incidents over the 
following months caused many peo- 
ple in the area to join the resistance, 
forming their own groups. Sporadic 
violence, combined with the 
Pentagon's policy of responing with 
blanket punitive measures quickly 
left the town seething with anger 
against the occupation—more so 
than other places in Iraq. 

The most recent incident, in which 
four contractors working for 
Blackwater Security were killed, did 
not arise in a vacuum. In fact, just 
the week before the horrific event, 
US. Marines had mounted heavy 
raids on Fallujah, killing at least 
seven civilians, including a camera- 
man. Residents cite these raids as the 
reason for the attack on the 
Blackwater people and the grue- 
some spectacle that followed. 

Given the recent fighting in 


ridiculous. To begin with, for all of 
al-Sadr's firebrand rhetoric, he and 
his followers had until now stopped 
short of overt violence against the 
occupying forces. 

Moreover, the incident that pre- 
cipitated this round of violence was 
the CPA's decision to ban his news- 
paper, al-Hawza, which in itself was 
a blatantly undemocratic act. The 
paper was not shut down for direct- 
ly advocating violence, but for 
reporting one eyewitness claim that 
a supposed car bombing that killed 
numerous volunteers for the New 
Iraqi defense forces was actually 
done by plane (and therefore by the 
United States). In other words, it 
claimed that a terrorist incident was 
in fact carried out by the coalition 
forces. 

In general, there is no quicker way 
to get an Iraqi to laugh than to talk 
about how the United States is 
bringing freedom or democracy to 
the country. When talking about any 


They even say his impending arrest 
has nothing to do with his anti-occu- 
pation activities or even a concern of 
the coalition authorities—rather, an 
Iraqi judge, acting independently, 
issued the warrant. 

This explanation isn't getting very 
far with anyone here. It's already 
been revealed that the warrants 
were written long ago and have 
been sitting unused until this time. 
According to an al-Sadr spokesman, 
the Iraqi Minister of Justice has pub- 
licly stated that he has no informa- 
tion tying Sadr or Yacoubi to al- 
Khoei's murder and that they are not 
wanted by the Iraqi government. 


Their guilt is, for the most part, 
besides the point. The signs seem to 
indicate that the move against al- 
Sadr's people was deliberately 
timed. If so, it was presumably an 
attempt to squeeze him out of the 
political sphere before the token 
“transfer of sovereignty" on Jun. 30. 


The strategy has backfired, as is 
apparent the deaths of three US. sol- 
diers in the Kadhimiyah district of 
Baghdad Tuesday. Although al-Sadr 
supporters are probably a majority 
in Thawra and a very sizeable 
minority in Shuala, the cleric's influ- 
ence was until now negligible in 
Kadhimiyah. 

But most importantly, the current 
violence may be dominating the 
headlines but it's not the real story 
about what is happening on the 
ground. The bloody violence of the 
last ten days is a tragedy, but so is 
everyday life under the occupation 
And it is this daily experience of 
repression that is fueling the rage, 
notany misguided loyalty to 
Saddam. The people in the Shi'a 
slums of Baghdad who are now furi- 
ously resisting the Americans hate 
Saddam with a passion to this day 

Iraqis suffered tyranny and 
neglect and expected great improve- 
ments when the United States took 
over. Shaykh Sadun al-Shemary, a 
former member of the Iraqi army 
who participated in the 1991 upris- 
ing and now a spokesman for the al- 
Sadr organization in Shuala, told me, 
"Things are exactly the same as in 
Saddam's time—maybe worse." 

That is all you need to know 
about the occupation of Iraq.

The Last Supper of Antonin Caréme, 
an exploration of the sublime 
through the 


































metaphor of French cooking. 

Calgary-based Old Trout Puppet 
Workshop have evolved a unique, 
abstract puppet theatre by blending 
physical theatre with mask work to 
create a startling mode of presenta- 
tion. Last Supper is virtually textless, 
relying upon sound-rather than 
words-and elaborately constructed 
images to invite the audience to par- 
ticipate in a dreamlike investigation 
of fulfillment. 

The title character, Antonin 
Caréme, is to French cuisine what 
Samuel Johnston is to English letters, 
le Cuisinier des rois et le Roi des 
cuisiniers. Rising from humble begin- 
nings-one of 26 children, he was 
abandoned by his father at the gates 

to revolutionary Paris-Caréme 
was adopted by and 
apprenticed toa now 
unknown chef who taught 
him the mysteries of tran- 
scendental cooking. 
Caréme went on to 
embody the archetypal 
chef and to codify the culi- 
nary practices that have 
become the standard of the 
western world. 
Old Trout Steve Pearce 
notes that the company 
“wanted to explore the 
paradox that the inventor 
of the most refined and 
exquisite of cooking 
styles came of age dur- 
ing one of the bloodi- 
est, most anarchic 
periods in history, the 
start of the modern 
1 age.” 
The company’s 
4 press release 
observes that 
Caréme excelled 
at the art of the 
centrepiece, 
*which 
may well 
i stand asa 
© symbol for 
all that is 
both sublime 
and ridicu- 
lous in haute 
cuisine. ‘He 
created 
ancient 


Greek ruins, dioramas of Roman 
battles out of almond paste, creme 
tartar and spun sugar. But these 
things were almost totally inedible.” 
Their set includes a Tower of Babel 
and guillotine. 

“We also wanted to explore the 
nature of the sublime,” says Pearce, 
citing the power of food and eating 
in this culture, particularly the New 
Testament passage in Luke in which 
the disciples doubt the risen Christ’s 
corporeality, and so give him a fish 
to eat to prove he is not a spirit. 

“Then there is the power of tran- 
substantiation, the miraculous idea 
that through eating you become a 
part of God and he a part of you,” 
says Pearce. “Tt’s pre-modern in its 
sensibility. We’ve moved away from 
that mythic understanding in our 
rational exploration of reality and 
life.” Caréme’s recorded history con- 
tains one notable omission. The chef 
who adopted him is never formally 
acknowledged as having taught 
Caréme his craft. “French cuisine is 
based on peasant cooking, codified 
and rarefied.” The other chef appar- 
ently advocated a simpler approach 
than Caréme, who “was a stickler for 
recipes and writing things down. 

“The basic conflict is between the 
experience of taste and the sense of a 
recipe. We all know people who 
cook almost primarily by test and 
others by recipe—one person mea- 
sures and the other person is 
smelling and tasting, trying to figure 
out if they like what's going on. 
Those are very different ways of 
approaching reality. 

“We play with the idea that the 
simple chef is a creator figure and 
we relate eating to the daily miracle 
of being alive. The power of eating is 
more than sustaining life, providing 
nutrients. There's also eating versus 
taste. Why does something taste 
good, feel good?” 

The analogy of food to the sub- 
lime works well because, in Pearce’s 
view, the sublime is that pure expe- 
riential moment, unmediated by 
thought, the difference between tast- 
ing a food and trying to describe it or 
capture it by writing its elements on 
a recipe card.“We wanted to look at 
the perfectly experienced thing, 
something experienced perfectly. It 
could be a religious experience, 
ecstatic, orgasmic-we were curious 
about that-the antidote to blindly 
trudging through this life. It’s like 
the first time you skinny dip and the 
feeling of water all over your body- 
and then that’s spoiled when you 
worry about being caught.” 

Pearce also says that something 
special happens in the theatre with 

, which has motivated the 
Old Trouts to work as they do. 

“Puppets have a magical effect. 
They‘re lumps of wood, not human 

but they become human, are ani- 

mated by the audience. That's a 
_ cTeative act, too, and the audi-

Haslam a revelation, Schmidt finds balance 


in deeply moving work

LOVE GOES TERRIBLY WRONG 
in A Dybbuk for Two People, which is 
fitting as the play, by Bruce Myers, 
closes Northern Light Theatre’s 
“Love Gone Wrong,” season. 
Myers’s spiritual parable takes 
on the natures of love, personal 
freedom and faith in a plot which 
involves the fates of two lovers 
Leah and Chanon. He is who live 
in small town just outside Krakow 
who are madly in love with each 
other he’s an impoverished stu- 
dent of Jewish mysticism — the 
Kabbalah. She is the daughter of 
one of the richest men in the vil- 
lage. The two share a love that 
consumes them, to the point that 
when Chanon learns of Leah’s 
betrothal to another man, he dies 
and in dying becomes a dybbuk. 
A dybbuk is a wandering spirit, 
which inhabits the bodies of the 
living as it strives to find peace. 


Chanon possesses Leah the night 
of her wedding. She is faced with 
a hard choice. Reject Chanon 
finally and forever or chose the 
love she was born to be with. 

If it sounds rather like a heavy 
ghost story, well it is an emotional 
ride, leavened with humanity and a 
good dose of Yiddish humour. This 
is a piece where middle European 
Jewish culture is as much a physical 
presence as the people on stage. 
Prayer, music, and ceremony make 
up much of the script and dialogue 
takes the form of religious debate in 
many instances. The audience is 
present at a debate on the merits of 
the Talmud versus the Kabbalah; a 
particularly wrenching moment 
involves the exorcism of Chanon 
from Leah. But there are moments 
of great beauty as the couple sing the 
Song of Songs or as a string musi- 
cian (Emma Hooper), her viola 
weeping klezmer circles the stage 
action providing a live and haunting 
counterpoint. 

Adding to the challenges for both 
cast and direct is the dialogue in 
Hebrew and Yiddish 

There are resonance’s of Chekhov 
here - the expression is poetic, some- 
times over the top, wry emotional, 
and director Trevor Schmidt man- 
ages to find the balance which keeps 
his cast grounded while allowing the 
characters to soar. Movement is

the country; her father, jovial in the 
face of hardship, who believes 
there's value in staying; the sancti- 
monious and menacing preacher 
from next door. 

Fortunately, actor Liisa Repo- 
Martell has virtually everything 
under control. Not the kind of con- 
trol that makes for a mannered or 
constrained evening, mind you, but 
rather the kind that allows her to 
believably bring off all of these char- 
acters as individuals. Each has a 
physical and and vocal signature, 
constructed with the kind of care 
that makes the process seems artless, 
and puts them on in rapid and 
seamless succession. 

The actor also seems to have mas- 


kept toa minimum so huge big 
moments leap out at the viewer, and 
vocal delivery is, for the most part, 
quiet as well, a character is more apt 
to sink to his or her knees in 
moments of emotion than cry out. 
The stark under lit set of wooden 
slats only adds to the effect. 

The piece is infused with a sense 
of claustrophobia as these two peo- 
ple try to escape the bonds of tradi- 
tion and live. 

All this is well and good, but A 
Dybbuk for Two People won't fly with- 
out a duo of committed actors who 
each assume several roles. Caroline 
Livingstone brings a suspended dig- 
nity to Leah; this creation almost 
exists between breaths. Livingstone 
is also called upon to play a young 
male scholar as well as the ghost of 
Chanon’s father and she can trans- 
form well. Her work is grounded 
and well-realized 

It is Jeff Haslam who is the revela- 
tion here. One gets used to seeing 
him in the comedic roles, but here he 
displays a sensitivity and vulnerabil- 
ity that is touching in the extreme. 
Much of his dialogue is in Yiddish 
and Hebrew. In addition to the sen- 
sitive Chanon he also portrays 
Leah’s grandmother, an aged rabbi 
and some very broad, very funny 
beggars. 

He can with the addition of a 
shaw] or tallis completely sublimate 
himself — to hear him sing as the old 
woman is eerily beautiful. 

Yes, there were some rough spots 
opening nigh, but Schmidt and his 
cast have created 70 minutes which 
are engrossing, touching and in the 
end, uplifting.

Division & Wellesley’s lo-fi song-craft digs meaning out of the mundane

WHEN THE GONZAGA BULLDOGS 
got bumped out of March Madness 
a few weeks back, the citizens of the 
city of Spokane, Washington proba- 
bly took it pretty hard. Jeff 
Wickstrom didn’t lose any sleep, 
but he did take notice-which is 
more than most other 
Edmontonians can attest to. The 23- 
year-old singer-songwriter’s record- 
ing/ performing moniker, Division 
& Wellesley, describes two inter- 
secting streets in Spokane, pertinent 
information about the Lilac City 
obtained (presumably) through 
years of watching KREM 2 televi- 
sion, a privilege only enjoyed by 
our province's cable subscribers. 

Perhaps there’s some connection 
between Wickstrom’s affinity for 
the seemingly mundane city and 
the softly composed indie-pop on 
his upcoming debut album save me, 
daylight saving. Listen as the songs 
intimately reveal how something 
meaningful can be hidden behind 
life’s banality. Consider the way he 
pleads to the listener's sense of opti- 
mism by shedding discontent with 
pin-drop delicacy. It’s enough to 
make you believe Spokane really is 
the greatest city in the upper 
Northwest (or any other form of 
skewed logic). The only thing for 
certain is that Division & Wellesley 
can write a good song. On a bright 
Saturday afternoon, Wickstrom is 
in high-spirits as he discusses how 
he goes about capturing people's 
attention at low volumes. 


Were you ever in a band, or have 
you always been on a solo mis- 
sion? 

I’ve been playing music for about 
10 years, but I’ve never really 


found people to play with. Starting 
a band wasn’t easy for me, espe- 
cially when it comes to finding peo- 
ple that have similar ideas about 
music. It’s funny because there are 
always people who you like and 
want to be in a band with, but have 
no skills. Then there're people that 
are really good musicians, but usu- 
ally they're into something differ- 
ent, or want to do their own thing, 


So you decided to play all instru- 
ment on your album yourself? 
Yeah, I played everything. I like the 
idea of leaving it open, where if 
someone comes along that would 
fit in really perfectly, then that 
might be fine. The shows are going 
to have two other people playing 
with me. On record, though, it’s 
just me. 


You kind of sound like a real con- 
trol freak. 

I guess I’m a bit of a control freak, 
but I know when it’s appropriate 
and when it’s not. In this instance, I 
don’t make any apologies because 
it’s just me. There are people who 
will never back down on any deci- 
sion, and I understand that isn’t 
always the way to go. | wanted to 
be pretty involved in all aspects of 
the record’s production. 
Thankfully, Beat Broker [his label] 
was pretty free with letting me be 
the lead creative guy on most 
aspects of the record, and trusting 
my decisions. 


The songs on your album are very 
personal, but I suppose that’s a 
given, considering you're the only 
one on the album. 

I think any music can come across 
that way. Even if it’s from a band 
situation, where everyone shows 
up and writes together. I don’t 
think that’s any more or less per- 
sonal, just a different way at arriv-

ing at the music. 

What about being up on stage 
alone, just playing a guitar and 
singing. Do you not feel more vul- 
nerable than if you were in a band? 

When playing live by myself, I 
don’t really feel weird about putting 
my songs out there. I find it a bigger 
problem keeping people's attention 
sometimes. For instance, at a bar, if a 
band isn’t really loud and able to 
drown out everyone's conversation, 
then generally people will-keep talk- 
ing unless they came to see you. I'd 
say that’s been my greatest battle 
over the last year or so. In that set- 
ting, if people didn’t come to see you 
then it can sometimes be tough to 
hook them. I’ve learned to really 
appreciate those with the kind of 
stage presence who can go up there 
and grab people’s attention just by 
themselves. 


You recorded this in you bedroom. 
Was that an aesthetic decision or 
financial? 

I did record it all at my house and in 
my bedroom. I have an old analog 
four-track, and that was really all I 
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used, along with a mic. It was very 
minimal. I guess that’s how it got 
such an intimate feel. My house is 
actually really noisy, but it worked, 
and you're right-it was a very cheap 
way to go. The cost of making this 
album was, like, eight dollars for the 
three Maxell tapes I had to buy. For 
what we spent on this album, you 
could say that it was a good busi- 
ness decision. [Laughs.] 


How much do you actually know 
about the city of Spokane? 
I think there’s a Ford dealership on 
Division and Wellesley. [Laughs]. 
For some reason it always just stuck 
with me. Their news is all meth labs 
and Gonzaga basketball, but to be 
honest I don’t really know. When I 
was a kid, I had this romanticized 
vision of the United States from 
watching their bizarre local com- 
mercials. I used to think how great 
it would be to go down to Spokane 
for the day and-do some cross-bor- 
der shopping. When you're a kid 
that kind of stuff seems worth 
doing.

Here” acouple of years ago, | imagined it 
to be-in my naivete-about global warming. 
{t made perfect sense. It was indeed get- 
ting a lot hotter here, and people were 
clearly wearing less and less clothing. | 
wised up once I'd seen the accompanying 
video, which served me an eyeful of the 
usual droll dolls shaking their assets 
among men in too large trousers-instead 
of showing me melting polar ice caps, dry 
riverbeds, and floods on a Biblical scale, 

I'm not saying it’s a bad track, kids, 
Justa sad video. Would an environmen- 
talist stance have made said track less of a 
hit? Probably not. Would a video depict- 
ing the devastation of the rain forests and 
punters trying hard to breathe in our cities 
have changed the world? Probably not. 
But it would have made better entertain- 
ment, and perhaps proved that hip hop 
isn'tall about bullets, bitches, and brew. 

There are precedents, you know. Those 
of you old enough to care that David 
Bowie’s stopping by this week are proba- 
bly old enough to recall his fusion-tinged 
homage to the era of Swing, “Let's 
Dance,” released some 20 years ago. The 
song itself was a huge hit, marking 
Bowie's return to the limelight after a 
three-year absence, and nothing special 
really. A rather commercial ditty about 
dancing away one’s blues in scarlet 
footwear under “the serious moonlight.” 
Whatever. 

I'm not saying it's a bad track, 
gramps. Just pretty ordinary, ‘s all. The 
sociological content with which it has 
been traditionally credited derives entirely 
from the accompanying video, set in the 
outback, starring aboriginals, shining a 
spotlight on the how the labour of the 
third world was being taken advantage 
of, Pretty radical stuff for the self- 
obsessed “Me” decade. 

“Let's Dance” still made it to number 
one on both sides of the Atlantic. Did the 
video make the world a better place? 
Probably not. But at least it proved-again- 
that the musie video can be treated as a 
serious medium for comments on the 
state of our world. And, at the very least, 
it shone a spotlight on the majority of the 
planet's inhabitants—those who aren't 
obsessed with sex, money, and guns.

WAR CONTINUES TO PERCOLATE 
in the Middle East and polarize the 
planet; Republican rule is engender- 
ing a climate of reactionary conser- 
vatism not known in America since 
the ‘50s, whether it be against the 
perceived threat of gay marriage or 
Janet Jackson’s right one. Virtually 
everyone you know, including your- 
self, is either underemployed, overe- 
ducated, insolvent or vaguely, inex- 
plicably bummed, or all of the 
above 

But all that Rufus Wainwright 
wants is to entertain you—a duty he 
doesn’t take lightly—because if he 
doesn’t, you might do something 
drastic and foolish, like watch 
American Idol instead. 

“It’s such a harsh world,” says 
Wainwright, “and I’m surprised 
that more people don’t pander to 
that. I’m surprised it’s not like the 
‘30s or the Depression, where 
even though the society itself was 
falling apart, there was incredible 
music and movies to escape to. | 
very much feel that it must exist. I 
think that there’s a big job ahead.” 





MAJESTIC SERVICE 
YOU MAY HAVE ALREADY READ 
somewhere about the 30-year-old 
Wainwright's impressive, some- 
what unusual backstory: frighten- 
ingly gifted, uncommonly hand- 
some, unashamedly gay, the 
Montreal-raised son of two prime 
movers from the early-’70s singer- 
songwriter groundswell (Kate 
McGarrigle and Loudon 
Wainwright III) is a pop singer who 
would rather listen to opera or Tin 
Pan Alley ballads than almost any- 
thing currently marketed as pop. 
The critical acclaim given to his 
incredible debut album, 1998's 
Rufus Wainwright, made his father 
envious, and its contents made 
Michael Stipe cry. Savvy listeners 
noted that its sweeping orchestral

arrangements, clever romantic 
wordplay, and unrestrained emo- 
tion were worthy of Cole Porter or 
George Gershwin. This was 
Wainwright's strength, but also his 
commercial undoing. Porter and 
Gershwin hadn’t been blockbuster 
material for almost half a century. 
Although its follow-up, the com- 
paratively modern-sounding Poses, 
didn’t storm the Top 10 as 
Wainwright had hoped, it didn’t 
prevent him from spinning out 
most of 2001 and 2002 into the 
longest lost weekend of recent 
celebrity folklore. When he 
reemerged, clean and sober from an 
addiction centre late last year, jour- 
nalists were so captivated by his 
frank accounts of two years of sex, 
drugs, and anti-rock ‘n’ roll, they 
often gave short shrift to the fact 
that those revelations accompanied 
the release of an excellent new 
album, Want One. As if to prove that 
his brush with oblivion had dulled 
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DREAM, BABY, |

neither his outsider instincts nor his 
sense of the absurd, its cover dis- 
plays a picture of Wainwright wear- 
ing a suit of armour, gallantly hold- 
ing a sword 

“It was very heartfelt, though I 
think that comes across on the 
record as well,” he says. “I really 
thought a lot about the artwork in 
terms of it being metaphorical to my 
own life, of having to regain some 
kind of honour and chivalry and 
mysticism—and to continue, 
because the world was, and still is, a 
very dark and troubling place right 
now. It’s gotten really awful. So that 
[the cover] comes off as being kind 
of aggressively combating that; I'm 
happy about it.”

But this is a large part of what 
makes him so valuable: of all the 
ways that his music is old-fash- 
ioned, maybe what's most key is his 
yalpable conviction that every son¢ 
should sound like a matter of life 
and death. Wainwright can convey 
extremes of emotion with a well- 
dlaced moan or smart turn of 

phrase. (See the consciously ridicu- 
ous “Vibrate,” wherein the singer's 
romantic fulfillment hinges upon 
the object of his affection making his 
cellphone pulse.) 

It’s this delicate balancing act of 
high drama and droll humour that 
places Wainwright in league with a 
fine traditian of misfit s¢ ongwriters, 
from Porter to Randy Newman to 
Ben Folds, whose intentions within 
a song can be interpreted in a num- 
ber of ways 

“| think there’s a certain amount 
of hope ina lot of those songs, or a 
certain amount of sarcasm. Hopeful 
sarcasm,” he says, chuckling. “It’s 
survivalist material. For instance, in 
other songwriters who I like, like 
Jeff Buckley or Elliot Smith—you 
know, two doomed people. But I 
don’t think gay songwriters can 
really have that kind of doomed 
quality because they know what it’s 
like to be truly doomed”—and here 
he lets out a knowing laugh—“by 
society and also by disease.So ~ 
there’s an element of ‘Might as well 
enjoy life even though it’s sort of 
wrought with sadness.’ And that’s 
why, in talking about entertainers, I 
have such an affinity for people who 
really tried to uplift the populace 
back in those days, when entertain- 
ers were meant to do that. 

“7 think that we're in sort of apoc- 
alyptic times, and there are other 
issues in the world that are far more 
pressing and that have nothing to 
do with music. It’s interesting 
because I think that the music 
industry right now, and the music, 
is really just sort of a symptom of a 
much deeper, darker disease. But I 
do hope that my music gives a rest 
from what people are being ham- 
mered with.”

Kool Keith drops rhymes for the year 3000

BECAUSE “KRAZY” KEITH PROB- 
ably wasn’t cool enough to impress 
the ladies, Keith Thornton came up 
with the moniker Kool Keith 
instead. Old-skoolers know the rap- 
per -who appears possessed with a 
voice and mind not of this earth-as 
part of the groundbreaking 
Ultramagnetic MC’s, while today’s 
hipsters still praise his Dr. Octagon 
and Dr. Dooom projects. Keith’s still 
going strong-a collection of rare and 
unreleased tracks called White Label 
Mix Series Vol.1 is out now-and he’s 
at the Starlite Room on Saturday 
night. 

When you get Kool Keith on the 
phone, as SEE did, don’t talk-just lis- 
ten. As with most MCs, it’s best 
wheli you just throw them up and 
let them hit ‘em out. 


The first album that I’d heard you 
throw down on was the Dr. 
Octagon album and then got 
turned on to the older 
Ultramagnetic MC's stuff. You've 
always had your own madness 
about you. What do you think of 
the imitators? 

I laugh at the stuff today. So many 
rappers now are “indoor.” I grew up 
in an era that was “outdoor”: Tribe 
Called Quest and De La Soul. EPMD 
and Public Enemy. And we'd hang 
out. Groups don’t do that no more. 
The gangstas are too scared cause 
they don’t want to get shot. And, no 
offense, but now they got nice kids 
in the suburbs on their computer all 
day who are like, “Look at me, 
mom. I found a Jonny Quest sam- 
ple!” White kids who don’t know 
what funk is, with Scooby- 
Doo loops and a less intimidating 
sound. Rappin’ about video games 
and old cartoons. The hard essence 
of the funk seems to get left out.

lion miles away at the time. How 
did that come together? 
As far as Dr. Octagon is concerned, I 
collaborated with Dan the 
Automator on some tracks and 
made him a star. Did the lyrics and 
some of the basslines. But, I don’t 
think it was the top project I did. It 
was just one of the projects I did. Just 
like Dr. Dooom, just like Black Elvis. 
Major labels never recognized 
what we did with the futuristic 
sounds. They would always say that 
it was the Neptunes or Timbaland or 
something. I was the first, but people 
don’t say anything about it. Many of 
these groups think they’re the first to 
do the new sounds. 


Did you like sci-fi as a kid? 

I liked Star Trek and stuff. But some- 
times I get misinterpreted as some 
George Jetson kid. Yet there are a lot 
of different sides. Different times 
have just attracted me to different 
things. Dr. Octagon was just a paid- 
for-hire thing. I went to Walgreen's, 
got some Yoo-Hoo’s, sodas, and 
donuts, and we did it ina weekend. 
Tony Isabella and Dan the 
Automator talked to Dreamworks 
about the record deal. So I was just 
for hire. Then they started getting 
me a bad rep because I didn’t want 
to tour Lollapalooza and shit 
because I was work for hire. Then 
everyone flipped out like it was 
something that we worked on for 
five years or something. Just a week- 
end donut and Yoo-Hoo project, 
with a couple of thrown in. 
And the world flipped out. 


Did you then use “Black Elvis” to 
try and empower yourself in

id. But | was setting myself up for 
other things. twant to 
face the real me,sol gavethem 
Black Elvis. bf 


Sony, they just wanted me to act just 
like all the other acts out there and 
wear the same clothes or just wear 
crazy shit in addition to Black Elvis. I 
would probably have committed 
suicide if | wore some of the outfits 
that the label they wanted me to 
wear. In turn, they pulled back ona 
lot of things because I pissed them 
off. 


Did you like leaving Sony? 

I did, because I was working on Dr. 
Dooom. So I didn’t care. They 
weren't really excited about me. 
They just got excited because other 
people got excited about me. And 
then they wanted to do their own 
thing with me. Other labels have 
been smarter, though, and have 
marketed me straight up. 


Is there anybody new in hip-hop 
now that you'd like to work with? 
I'd rather work with James Brown or 
Bootsy or Loleatta Holloway or 
something. I'm not interested in 
working with anybody that sounds 
like me from ‘88. 


You mention sex, sexuality and 
porn in your lyrics. How much 
porn is too much porn? 

Porn to me is natural. I collect 
movies all the time. It’s like collect- 
ing records. Some guys buy $20,000 
in jazz records in a week. Travel 
everywhere and carry a Fisher-Price 
turntable around. I collect porn. I 
think there’s nothing wrong with 
that. Now it’s mainstream. ’ 
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What's happening? 


Dave Babcock marks 25 years of jazz with a new recording

11'S BEEN CLOSE TO A QUARTER 
of a century since Dave Babcock first 
made his way on to an Edmonton 
stage; in the interim, he’s managed to 
carve out his niche in the music busi- 
ness as a first-call saxophonist, band- 
leader, vocalist, sideman and record- 
ing artist. “Some of my most memo- 
rable gigs included working the Folk 
Festival with Jimmy Witherspoon, 
Rosco Gordon, and Jay McShann... 
and later getting to record with 
them,” Babcock enthuses. “The best 
part of working with those perform- 
ers is the fact that you then become 
part of something so much greater 
than yourself; the tradition and her- 
itage that is harder and harder to find 
as these older players pass on.” 

Local mentors have played a big 
part in Babcock getting where he is 
today: “I have had so many people 
who took the time to apprentice me: 
Rick Garn from GMCC; Tom Banks; 
Lionel Rault, who gave me my first 
gig; and Amos Garrett.” 

It adds up to 25 years of evolution 
as a player. Now, Babcock is doing a 
little mentoring himself. “Playing 
music is a very special thing and at 
some point you realize you have to 
put something back in. You've got to 
give a hand to those who are coming 
up behind you, and the Edmonton 
musical community has a long histo- 
ry of doing just that.” 

The title of Babcocks’ newest 
album, Happenstance, is a reflection 
the circumstances surrounding the 
making of the recording. In the sum- 
mer of 2002, Rawlco Radio group 
contacted Babcock to help them with 
their CRTC application to bring a 
“Smooth Jazz” radio station to 
Edmonton. “I was hired on as a con- 
sultant, kept them informed about 
the local scene; gave them my 
thoughts and opinions. Part of their 
application was a strong commit- 
ment to producing local jazz records, 
and they eventually asked me if I'd 
like to record.” 


The result? Happenstance. The 
recording features 10 original instru- 
mental tracks, eight of which were 
written or co-written by Babcock 
along with a pair of Chris Andrew 
originals, and consists both of well- 
written melodies and improvisation. 
Babcock complements his Latin, 
funk, and other contemporary influ- 
ences with superb playing by the 
best of the local jazz scene “Tt reflects 
what I’ve been listening to over the

last 10 years”, Babcock says. “I had 
done jump with the Jump Orchestra; 
New Orleans with Fat Tuesday. I 
had to decide if I wanted to sing, do 
standards, or be a saxophonist. My 
decision was to aim high and go for 
something | hadn't done before-a 
hybrid of styles, not exactly ‘smooth 
jazz, but something contemporary in 
nature featuring original music.” 
Babcock has hit the nail squarely 
on the head with this one. With the 
assistance of bassist and co-producer 
Mike Lent, and Chris Andrew, who 
wrote two of the songs, plus con- 
tributed keys, programming, and 
synth work to the album, Babcock 
and company have produced a jazz 
recording of which they should be 
very proud. For the show this 
Saturday at the Yardbird, Babcock 
has re-assembled the musicians who 
made this album: Bob Tildesley on 


trumpet; Chris Andrew, keys; gui- 
tarists Russ Broom and Greg Smith; 
Mike Lent on bass; and percussion 
provided by Lyle Molzan and Mario 
Allende. 

Ina happy bit of Happenstance for 
jazz fans, it was announced Monday 
(Apr 5) that the Rawlco Radio appli- 
cation for a “Smooth Jazz” radio 
license in Edmonton had been 
approved. Part of the application 
Was a commitment to give 20 artists 
per year $10,000 each to record. “It’s 
going to be a great thing for the 
Edmonton music business,” bubbles 
Babcock, “musicians, studios, techni- 
cians-everyone is going to benefit 
from this.” 
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DOCTOR IN THE HOUSE 

Do people play and listen to the 
blues because they’re sad or is the 
blues a cathartic vehicle through 
which they are released from their 
troubles? Perhaps they listen to the 
blues as a celebration of life? 

These are the kind of questions 
that a Ph.D. in psychology might be 
able to answer. But wait! What if that 
Ph.D. in psychology was a blues 
player? All of our burning blues 
questions could be answered in one 
easy trip to the local watering hole. 

You can give it your best shot 
Thursday, Apr 8 at the Sidetrack 
when Edmonton's self-styled 
“Doctor of the Blues,” Marshall 
Lawrence, launches his debut disc, 
Where's The Party? The album pays 
homage to blues giants including 
Howlin’ Wolf, Willie Dixon, Junior 
Wells, and Big Bill Broonzy, and 
boasts a few originals penned by the 
good doctor himself. 

Lawrence calls his singular inter- 
pretation of the blues “acid blues’-an 
amalgam of funk, rock ,and soul 
delivered with energy and fire. Of 
late, he has also taken up acoustic 
blues and will open the evening as 
one half of the Buffalo Brothers, a 
guitar/harmonica duo at 8:30 pm. 
The Marshall Lawrence Band lights 
it up at 9:30 pm.

While 
Australia’s biggest national radio 
station, JJJ, has had them on high

Songs For Robots, the boys (and girl) 


are virtual unheard of here. They're 
hoping to change all that with a 
string of spring tours. 

“We try to put on as good of a 
show as we can; if people come and 
pay money to see you play, then 
they want to be entertained, so we 
like to jump around and go crazy,” 


Vogel remarks. “Playing a live show 


is the best promotion we can do for 
ourselves, so we just plan to tour 
and tour some more.” 

Although the band is a long way 
from home, Vogel says that, aside 
from the chilly weather, he’s thor- 


oughly enjoyed his time mingling 


with the Canucks. And that’s proba-

What did you think of the West 
Coast? With Calgary and 
Vancouver and such... 

I've been used to playing in 
Vancouver for quite a while. So 
that’s kind of the same. But 
Edmonton, Whistler, Calgary were 
great. I'd played Calgary before, but 
it was nice to actually see the scene 
growing a little bit. 


Whistler's kind of a crazy place to 
play, eh? 

Yeah, it’s kind of like a cold version 
of Byron Bay in Australia, where 
you have all of these surfers and hip- 
pies; Whistler’s ski bunnies and hip- 
pies. But, they’re really up for it. It’s 
not something you'd expect from a 
town that looks like it came out of 
Disneyworld or something.

If that crowd 
has a more intimate place to go 
where they'll know a lot of the peo- 
ple, they'll like that better. Once ina 
while it’s cool to go to a big massive 
thing, but not as often. 


The sound quality’s a lot better, too. 
The right sound [and] the right vibe 
is easier to achieve in a smaller club.

THE FOG OF WAR 
Directed by Errol Morris 
Opens Fri, Apr 9 
*&**1/2 (out of five) 


APART FROM THE WHOLE 
Academy Award for Best Documen- 
tary thing, filmmaker Errol Morris has 
been getting a rough ride from usually 
sympathetic critics and commentators 
for his latest work, The Fog of War, 
which is informatively subtitled “11 
Lessons from the Life of Robert S. 
McNamara.” These critics say Morris 
has let his subject off too easily, not 
holding him accountable in the film 
for the great suffering that attended 
the decisions he made in his life. I 
wonder at what point it became the 
filmmaker’s responsibility to mete out 
judgment in the course of making a 
movie. 

McNamara’s importance may be 
receding into history, but there 
was a time when his name was 
extremely well known, primarily 
for the seven years he served as 
USS. secretary of defense under 
John F. Kennedy during the Cuban 
Missile Crisis, then under Lyndon 
Johnson during the first years of 
the Vietnam War. 


Prior to that job, McNamara had 
earned his combat experience as a 
statistician for the American Air 
Force. Under Gen. Curtis Lemay, 
McNamara helped plan and exe- 
cute the fire-bombings of 67 
Japanese cities that killed close to a 
million civilians even before atom- 
ic bombs were dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki to end 
the war. 

Using the Interrotron, an inven- 
tion that compels the interview 
subject to speak straight into the 
camera, Morris spent six hours 
interviewing McNamara about his 
role in these conflicts, along witha 
little biographical material. In 
addition to ravaging parts of Asia, 
McNamara found time to teach 
accounting at Harvard, become the 
president of Ford and run the 
World Bank for a number of years. 

Morris has divvied McNamara’s 
recollections up not chronological- 
ly, but according to 11 “lessons” 
abstracted from the conversation, 
aphorism ranging from the very 
banal-” Never say never,” and “Get 
the data”-to those that seem to con- 
trast sharply with the impact 
McNamara’s decisions had on the 
world at the time, like 
“Proportionality should be a 
guideline in war,” and “Empathize 
with your enemy.” 

Morris also blends in manipulat- 
ed stock footage from WWI, post- 
war America and Vietnam, and 
audio conversations between 
McNamara and the presidents he 
served, then sets the whole thing 
to Philip Glass’ fretfut; pulsing 
score, which give the images a 
eerie, balletic gracefulness. 

At 85, McNamara seems forth- 
right and possessed of unnaturally 
sharp recall, tracing his earliest 
memories back to the age of two, 
when he remembers witnessing 
the end of the First World War. He 
dredges up conversations and the 
wording of official memos sent 
half a century ago, recalls the 
names of grade school teachers 
and rattles off statistics without 
hesitating. 

And since his is the only voice 
in the film (except for that of the 
director, occasionally putting 
questions from off screen), you 
might start to buy McNamara’s 


apparent grasp of, even regret 
over, some of the decisions he 
helped shape and deploy. 

McNamara offers the phrase 
“the fog of war” to describe the 
incalculable swarm of details that 
attend war which make it impossi- 
ble to comprehend completely 
what is going on. It could just as 
easily refer to the cloud of arro- 
gance, ignorance and “rational 
thinking” that informed and insu- 
lated McNamara in the face of the 
moral choices his position bound 
him to. One of the “lessons” he 
imparts is that it’s sometimes nec- 
essary to undertake evil in order to 
do good, but McNamara is so 
caught up in enumerating the 
details that he never articulates 
what constitutes the good, nor 
how you get there by destroying 
most of a country and half the peo- 
ple who live there. 

Detractors have criticized 
Morris for not adding historical 
context, seeking other viewpoints 
or being tougher on McNamara in 
the interviews, but that imputes a 
purpose to the film that doesn’t 
necessarily coincide with the 
director's motives. 

Others have tried to pin the tim- 
ing of The Fog of War on its rele- 
vance to the war of the current 
U.S. administration and certainly 
McNamara’s caveats about nations 
acting unilaterally have an awful 
resonance just about now. ; 

Whatever the film might add to 
the historical record of the events 
it touches on, The Fog of War is 
valuable for distilling these events 
from McNamara’s singular per- 
spective with all the contradictions, 
equivocations, and evasions that 
entails. Morris has an immense tal- 
ent for making the material com- 
pelling-even entertaining-but he 
trusts the audience to bring their 
own critical capacities to bear 
regarding any conclusions. 

Is McNamara a pathological liar 
or an historical scapegoat for the 
worst impulses of the administra- 
tions he served? Not only will The 
Fog of War make you think about 
that question and plenty of others, 
it will make you care about the 
answers.

Bélanger also blessed with an 
assured cast, led by Serge Thériault 
as The Boss, the kind of dad you 
yearn to be adopted by, even if it 
means jettisoning the one you 
already have.

Young Alain 
tries to help out, but he’s really sup- 
posed to be in grade school.

With that one emphatic utterance, 
grandpa Kravitz unwittingly plants 
a notion in grandson Duddy’s head 
that sees the young Montrealer off 
ona number of cons and swindles, 
leaving friends and family by the 
wayside as he pursues his dream: a 
piece of land he can call his own. 
Eventually that dream will expand 
into a lake and town, tourist dollars, 
and delusions of future good deeds 
to cover the bad taste of every lie he 
uses to further this goal. Based on 
Mordecai Richler’s best selling 


novel, with Richard Dreyfuss play- 
ing the ambitious young resident of 
Montreal's Jewish enclave, The 
Apprenticeship of Duddy Kravitz was 
one of the funniest and most painful 
films of the ‘70s. It was also for a 
time the most successful film to ever 
come out of Canada. 

Dreyfuss is something else here, a 
ball of manic energy, nerves twitch- 
ing, practically frothing at the mouth 
as he swerves around or through 
anyone wishing to either stop or 
redirect him. He navigates his way 
through the Montreal of the late ‘40s, 
proposing various schemes and 
entangling himself in them (as a 
filmmaker, for instance, or a drug 
courier), delivering some truly hilari- 
ous diatribes when pressed to the 
wall. Amazingly, he remains a sym- 
pathetic protagonist, his incremental 
change from wide-eyed entrepre- 
neur to con artist so subtle that the 
audience might not even recognize

“It’s little money brokers like Kravitz 
that cause anti-Semitism,” moans 
one acquaintance caught up in the 
Kravitz whirlwind. 

According to legend, Dreyfuss 
was horrified when he saw his per- 
formance for the first time; believing 
that the film would sink his career 
when finally released, he begged 
Steven Spielberg for the role in Jaws 
he had turned down three times 
before. He needn’t have worried: his 
portrayal of the scheming Kravitz 
won him considerable accolades and 
set Dreyfuss on his way to becoming 
a ‘70s star. He also managed to 
extend the characterization in vary- 
ing degrees through a number of 
films after Kravitz. Whether dogged-

THE GIRL NEXT DOOR IS A TWIST 
on the classic “sexy chick moves in, 
takes her shirt off in the window” 
kind of story. The twist, though, is 
that the girl is a porn star. 

Doesn't that sound awful? 
Truthfully, the movie is not all that 
good, but it’s also surprisingly un- 
bad. There are some very nice mes- 
sages behind all the sexual hijinks, 
plus some very nice actors putting 
ona very heartfelt show. 

Emile Hirsch, who was in The 
Dangerous Lives of Altarboys, is kind 
of John Cusack’s heir to the sensitive 
teen throne. As Matthew, the boy 
next to the girl, he is smart, conscien- 
tious, and has a little adventurous 
streak that shows that he’s got heart, 


and a lot of it. Top that off with an 
ordinary-cute face and you've got 
yourself the kind of guy who in 10 
years will be someone you'd want 
to date. 

His neighbour goes on holiday, 
and Danielle (Elisha Cuthbert) 
shows up to house-sit. Obsessively 
exposing the kinds of things moms 
generally hate (cleavage, bare bel- 
lies), she pretty much looks like any 
other young suburban woman. Matt 
watches her from across the way, 
since her window is exactly across 
from his. Like in American Beauty, 
but with porn stars. Buf Danielle 
actually likes him, and who 
wouldn't? And he discovers that she 
is sweet, and challenging. 

His nerd friends Eli (Chris 
Marquette) and Klitz (Paul Dano) 
figure out who she is because Eli 
masturbates quite a lot. He even 
wears a Vivid Video baseball hat. 
Then there is a misunderstanding, 


some hurt feelings, some trying to 
win back the girl, all while arranging 
for a Cambodian genius’ immigra- 
tion and writing a speech about 
moral fibre for a contest. 

Now, let me get one thing 
straight: I'm not against porn 
because I don’t want men to have a 
good time. I’m against it because it’s 
habit-forming and makes them lazy. 
When men are supplied with end- 
less images of women (or men, for 
that matter) whose sole purpose is to 
please them, it’s not like it encour- 
ages a cooperative attitude when 
they are faced with the real emo- 
tions, needs and desires of an actual 
person. It’s clear that it’s that ROLE 
that Danielle is trying to escape, and 
rightfully so. 

Like a modern day Mary 
Magdalene, she’s been around and 
wants out so she can have a nice 
boyfriend and a new life. That’s why 
it's confusing: if acting in porn is so 
degrading to her, why is it not for 
her former colleagues? The movie 
thinks there are types of girls you 
fall in love with and treat with 
respect, but then another class 
of girl you can go ahead and 
objectify, A-OK. 

What the movie does get right is 
that freedom of choice and an edu- 
cation are more important to girls 
than the attention of horny teenage 
boys. The mainstreaming of pornog- 
raphy makes a lot of girls and 
women feel insecure about them- 
selves, and that can lead to not being 
able to communicate openly about 
sex with their partners, or worse, not 
being able to say no. Sex education 
and a healthy attitude about rela- 
tionships is enough to keep plenty 
of young people out of a lot of trou- 
ble. Ina time when America is tak- 
ing away that education and rights 
of women in developing nations to 
take care of their own bodies, it’s a 
good thing to remember.

17'S A SHAME HOW, IN TRYING TO 
sniff out new dining experiences, I 
pretty much forget to mention the 
places I frequent when I’m feeling 

h. Maybe it’s because I assume 
everyone else already knows about 
them, but this can’t possibly be true, 
since I can usually get a table. 
Therefore it’s incumbent on me to 
memorialize these perennial haunts 
in this a—here column, if only to say 
| did it. 
The Garage Burger Bar (10242-106 
St., 423-5014) 
SEE readers have picked these 
premises as the best burger joint in 
Edmonton, and I would do nothing, 
to detract from this claim, enamored 
as Iam with their garlic-mushroom 
burger and hand-cut fries. But peo- 
ple, they do more than just burgers 
and fries. They also know a thing or 
two about soup, and are generous 
enough to offer you unlimited quan- 
tities of it for a mere $3. Just today I 
had a delicious cream of carrot soup 
there, a velvety puree of rabbit food 
accented with a hint of nutmeg and 
the judicious application of salt. But 
they also do great curried cauliflower 
soup, split pea soup, chicken noodle 
soup, cream of mushroom soup-you 
name it. Put a steaming bowl of soup 
alongside their daily sandwich spe- 
Gal and you'll be more than good 
until supper time. And if the servers 
there ever had a bad day in their 
lives, you wouldn’t know it from 
how they treat the customers. 
The Commodore (10712 Jasper Ave., 
423-3954) 
One sub-par breakfast a few years 
ago put me off the Commodore, 
Jasper Ave.’s other long-standing 
greasy spoon (after the Silk Hat), but 
I've recently rediscovered its charms. 
Those charms are perhaps not as all- 
encompassing as you'd find at the 
Garage, but you can scarcely beat the 
Commodore's combination of vari- 
ety and value. Can anyone else, for 
instance, offer you a double-decker 
clubhouse with fries for under $5? I 
didn’t think so. And we're not talk- 
ing about some questionable 


processed chicken substitute in there 
with the bacon, lettuce, tomatoes and 
mayo—that's real roast chicken! The 
Commodore's menu is split between 
western breakfast and lunch items (at 
bargain prices) and Chinese food I 
have yet to try. There are also entrees 
to be had, though the price doesn’t 
go up much. Just the other day I got 
a sizable portion of pan-fried sole 
with lemon, mashed potatoes, cole 
slaw, barley soup and a dinner roll 
for $5.50, including tax. Even if you 
aren't that hungry, you can belly up 
to the soda counter, browse a news- 
paper alongside the regulars and 
have an ice cream float for under $2 
Just remember to bring cash-the 
Commodore is too old school to go 
in for your new-fangled plastic 
money. 

Dadeo (10548-82 Ave., 433-0930) 
This place hardly needs my endorse- 
ment—it must be one of the most 
popular restaurants on Whyte Ave. 
But I finally got around to trying out 
their weekend brunch recently and 
was pleased with what I got out of it. 
If you're a fan of their po’ boys, you'll 
want to add their breakfast po’ boy 
to your “been there, done that” list. 
Fluffy scrambled eggs with peppers 
and mushrooms are loaded into a 
torpedo roll and sided with fried 
potato cubes and a fruit cup (which, 
to be honest, was not exactly over- 
flowing with fruit) and brought to 
your table for a mere $6.95, or they'll 
toss some pork sausage in there for 
an extra $2. My co-diner on this occa- 
sion opted for the Creole omelet 
($7.95), which came filled with black- 
ened chicken, peppers, onions and 
cheese. You can also avail yourself of 
flapjacks, sweet potato pancakes, 
beignets, traditional breakfast config- 
urations, or the Bubba Biscuit, a 
Cajun variant on the Egg McMuffin 
but, you know, good. 

Kyoto (various locations) 

I may have just dreamed it, but it 
seems to me Edmonton's venerable 
and wildly expansionist sushi outlet 
has opened a new front on 99 Street 
and Argyll Road. Presumably it will 
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offer the same quality as their origi- 
nal location on 109 Street across from 
the Garneau Theatre, which happens 
to be the site of my initiation into the 
pleasures of raw fish and rice and 
countless subsequent feasts. I don’t 
even need a menu anymore, I just 
need them to bring me an order of 
rainbow roll (various raw fish and 
avocado wrapped around inside-out 
maki stuffed with fish roe and tem- 
pura), some beef tataki (blue-rare 
slices of beef in a tangy pool of sauce, 
served with thin onion slices, sea- 
weed and daikon radish mixed with 
spices), an order of yaki hotate (a 
scallop baked in buttery misonnaise) 
and some tuna and salmon sushi. 
Just so you know, I’m not a complete 
pig. Sushi is for sharing and don’t 
you forget it. Kyoto also has a down- 
town location (on Jasper and 109) 
and a location at Jasper Gate that has 
recently declared its autonomy by 
renaming itself Miso. It’s perhaps 
not the cheapest sushi in town, but 
who really wants discount sushi any- 
way? 
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Caté Mosaics 10844-82 Ave. 433-9702 With a 
newly revamped menu, Mosaics makes its way 
to your heart with simple, unpretentious vege- 
tarian fare at reasonable prices. New dishes 
include the Secret Burrito and the Teriyaki 
Portabella Mushroom Salad. You can only get 
their excellent Huevos Rancheros for Sunday 
brunch, but it’s definitely worth getting up 
for. 

Oriental Veggie House 10586-100 St. 424- 
0463 Bean curd and wheat gluten replace meat 
in this small Buddhist eatery. Suitable for vege- 
tarians and vegans alike. Good hot pots and 
soups. 

Padmanadi Vegetarian Restaurant 10626-97 
St, 428-8899 The menu draws on the flavours 
of Malaysian and Indonesian cuisine, which in 
turn takes in Chinese, Indian and Dutch influ- 
ences. So what you have here is a basic case of 
nice folks running a decent restaurant with 
unique food. ***1/2 

Savoy's Health Café 11010 - 51 Ave. 437-7718 
Don't let the anglophile name foo! you, this pill- 
box-sized diner near Southgate Mall specializes 
in revitalizing juices and Indian delights like the 
Masala Dossa.

Everyone is probably dying to find 
out whether or not C & R are going to 
advise NH to dump her boyfriend, | real- 
ize, but before | turn the mic over to the 
ladies, |’d like to get in my two cents: If 
your boyfriend is using a vibrator on 
you, NH, and he’s making you come 
using a vibrator, then you're definitely 
feeling some pleasure during sex.

What you’re not feeling pleasure during 
is vaginal intercourse, the main event 
for straight folks, but not the only thing 
that counts as sex.

“You fear you're sexually dysfunc- 
tional, your doctor is not helping, you 
lack vaginal sensation, you have disap- 
pointing orgasms, and you are lying to 
your boyfriend, who you love,” C & R 
said.
